Thaw's lawyers 
disclaimed any knoledge of the arrest. 


Ill Feeling. 
The belief prevailed that it was due 
soley to ill feeling among the i_wns- 
people who resented Jerome's pres- 
ence. Mr. Jerome as a specially ap- 
pointed deputy attorney general of the 
state of New York is the leader of the 
anti-Thaw 'forces here. 
Mr. Jerome was taken into custody 
at his hotel the Coaticook house by 
Policeman John Andrews. He was so 
Surprised he could hardly speak. As 
a matter of fact he had indulged in a 
penny ante game yesterday svith some 
newspaper men. 
They used 
a suit 
case for a table and sat in an auto- 
mobile waiting for the end o£ 
the 
Thaw hearing. 


To Have Hearing. 
News of the arrest of Jerome swept 
through the town like wild' tire. The 
Thaw hearing had in the meantime 
been adjourned. 
A. C. Hanson, crown 
prosecutor for Stanstead county 
is- 


sued the warrant. He said that Jer- 
ome would have a hearing before a 
magistrate within 24 hours. 


Pro Thaw Demonstration. 
A pro Thaw outbreak followed Je- 
romes arrest.-Crowds gathered' about 
the jail shouting: "Horray for Thaw! 
Now we'll deport Jerome." 
Jerome 
-was locked in a small cell and no one 
•was 
allowed 
to see him. At 1J 
o'clock he had not retained counsel. 
The complaintant Aldrich is a mill 
hand. 


Common Gambler. 
The charge of "common gambling on 
railroad 
property/' The 
maximum 
penalty according to the crown prose- 
cutor is one year's impisonment with 
no option of a fine. Though Jerome 
can be brought up before a magistrate 
within 48 hours it is possible that he 
may be held in jail until

Secured Bail. 
However, as soon as he is remanded 
he can apply to the superior court for 
bail. The warrant on which Jerome 
was arrested was sworn out before 
James McKee, magistrate. 
Jerome was admitted to $500 bail 
shortly before 12 o'clock. 
He left the 
jail smiling. ..

CLOSE CONFINEMENT 


Jesse Pomeroy, Confined in Charles- 


town Prison, Most Notorious 


Life Prisoner. 
- .. 


[SI'F.CIAI, TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Boston, 
Mass., 
Sept. 
5.—Jesse 
Pomeroy, probably 
the moat notori- 
ous life prisoner in the United Strifes, 
tomorrow will enter upon the thirty- 
seventh year ot his confinement be- 
hind the gray 
walls or the famous 
State Prison in Charlestown. 
All of 
these yeairs have been spent in soli- 
tary confinement. 
This 
does 
not 
mean, however, that he never leaves 
his cell, 
if he K.O desires he is per- 
mitted to exercise in the prison yard 
outside his cell for an hour every 
day in charge of a guard. 
But this 
is while the othrar prisoners are at 
work in the shops, 
lie Is never per- 
mitted to meet or see any person ex- 
cepting his mother, who conies t.o see 
him once a month, the prison warden 
and 
occasionally 
the 
Governor or 
members of his council. 
Poraeroy was a boy of sixteen when 
he was sentenced to prison for life 
tor torturing and 
murdering little 


children. 
He is now well past his 


fiftieth year. 
Much of his time has 
been spent in study and reading and 
he is said to be we'l informed as to 
current 
events. 
Hut he has never 
seen an electric car or automobile, 
never 
heard 
a phonograph, never 
talked thro.igh a telephone, and has 
never ridden in an elevator. 
So far as the records show Pome- 
roy has 
served 
in solitary longer 
than any other prisoner in America 
and, 
unless the commitment order is 
changed, he will have to be kept, in 
that manner until he dies. No great 
effort has been made to obtain a par- 
don for him, but some years ago thr 
American Societv for the Promotion 
of Criminal Anthropology petitioned 
the Governor 
10 renvt the solitary 


confinement clause of Pomeroy's sen- 
tence, on the ground I hat such a pun" 
ishment is not in accord with modern 
pub'ic sentiment. 
Hut 
before 
the 
overnor and his ronncil had time io 
consider the petition an ingeniously 
made tool was found on the prisoner 
ind the matter was dropped prompt- 
ly. More recently the famous prison- 
r made a desperate effort to regain 
his liberty and 
did succeed in es- 
cnping from his cell. 
With the aid 
of a tool or tools which the prison 
authorities have never located Pome- 
roy cut the bars of his cell door and 
was quite 
a distance 
down 
the 
prison corridor before he was dis- 
covered and raptured by the guards.

dents and shall be elected by ballot 
at the annual meeting.

men of the standing committees. 
Article 5. Section 1: 
The league 
shall meet annually on 'the first Sat- 
urday in March in the Assembly room 
of the city hall and at such other 
times as may be ordered by the league 
or called by the executive board.

By the appointment of Harry L. 


Maxfield as judge of the Janesvlile 
municipal court, Governor McGovern 
.has made the local court his play- 
thing for political purposes. He has 
Ignored 
the 
local 
conditions 
that 
exist, has placed politics above the 
wishes of the people who seek a clean 
administration of the law, and named 
as judge one of the men who stood 
for lawlessness, as opposed to the 
law-abiding 
element 
of 
Janesville. 


Mr. Maxfield may live up to the re- 
quirements of the office, but his past 
performances as city attorney make 
tiiis doubtful. 
Mr. Maxfield, person- 


ally, is an honest, clean young' man. 
He has, however, let his ambitions 
run away with his better judgment. 
He has looked for preferment by the 
masses at the sacrifice of the classes. 
In making the appointment Gover- 


nor McGovern evidently considered 
only his own personal machine. 
He 


refused to listen seriously to 
the 


claims of the other candidates, to 
consider the local conditions which 
exist in Janesville. the endorsement 
of the men behind Mr. Carpenter, Mr 
Lange or Mr. Tallman, but made his 
appointment purely on a personal ba 
sis of service performed in the po.

There is no 
don' , ;.nout 
grapes 
being one of the g; • :\. favorites in 
fall fruits. 
There seca:s to be such 
a long season to have grapes fresh 
and again all winter 
fu delicious 
jellies, 
syrups, preserves 
and con- 


serves, 
besides the very 
necessary 
and delicious grape juice which as a. 
beverage for young, old. sick or well 
is delicious and wholesome. 
They have the advantage of being 
very nutritious if we may use that 
term with 
fruit: proteid's 
1.5 per 
cent, fats 4.3 per 
cent, starch and 
sugars 2i.4 per cent, making a total 
of 2S.-2 per cent of food units. Sure- 
ly such fruit is worth while eating 
plentifully while fresh and then there 
are all sorts of nice ways for preser- 
vation for use in the future. 
Be sure to put up plenty of grape 
juice for winter and summer use. If 
one is fortunate enoush to have their 
own vines the cost is only a trifle 
arid it may be put up with or with- 
out sugar, although the reader has 
only 
to look 
nt the formula 
just 
given to see that grapes are largely 
supplied 
with 
natural sugars 
so 
sweetening is really unnecessary' 
Pick 
overripe, 
sound 
Concord 
grapes 
and 
pick 
them 
from 
the 
stems. 
.Mash, 
strain 
them 
first 
through a fine sieve or fruit press 
and then through a jelly bag or two 
thicknesses of cheesecloth, "put the 
juice into an 
aluminum kettle and 


1 oil rapidly ten minutes. 
Have but- 
tles clean and sterilized, bottle jiiico 
jvhile hot, cork and if necessary seal, 


although most 
of tho bottles pur- 


chased for syrups catsups, etc., have 
patent stoppers. 


Grape Syrup. 
Select 
fully 
ripened 
Concord 
grapes, 
mash 
thoroughly and 
let 
stand in a warm place or the sun, 
covered with glass, for a day or two. 
Then pour into a, bag and let drain 
without squeezing. . To each 
pint of 
this juice add two pounds or four 
measuring cups of granulated sugar. 
Put over the lire in a double boiler 
and stir until the sugar is dissolved 
and hot. 
Set directly over the 
fire 
at the last moment so it just reaches 
the boiling point.

RAiN BADLY NEEDED 


FOR LATE TOBACCO 


Continued Dry 
Weather Will Cause 


Its Premature Ripening—Buyers 


Keep Close Watch. 


Hfiins are badly need to prevent 
premature ripening "of the large 
to- 
haccn crop and bring it to proper de- 
velopment otherwise there will be a 
surplus of short stock. The harvest 
is on in full swing but will continue 
another week. 
The Edgerton Report- 
er this week has the following com- 
ment to make on the crop situation: 
The tobacco harvest is now under 


full swing in all sections of the state 
and growers 
are 
employing every 
available hand 
and 
wor-king 
long 


hours to secure the crop. A spell of 
extremely hot weather has placed this 
work under very trying 
conditions 


both as regards labor and in prevent- 
ing sun burning in the (iehls. 
The 


heavy work of the harvest will 
con- 
tinue for another week yet. 
Rain is 


badly needd to bring out the develop- 
ment of the later fields or the crop 
will yet yield a considerable portion 
of short 1! stock. 


Buyers have- been riding the grow- 
'ng districts quite 
freely, 
watching 
the condition of the crop that is go- 
ing i n t o the sheds, no extensive field 
buying has yet developed nor is there 
any likely to occur unless some of the 
larger operators make the break. 


Sampling of last season's packing is 


proceeding but beyond the sale of a 
few small lots of old leaf no 
tran- 
sactions of importance have come to 
the surface. 
The shipments out of storage reach 


about, 200 cases from this market to- 
all points since last report. 
So far the new law seems to be ac- 
complishing its purpose in preventing 
field buying of the tobacco crop. The 
large operators are watching one an- 
other closely with their men ready to 
invade the fields should a break occur, 
but none care to take the initiative or 
assume the consequences should they 
hump against the penalties prescribed 
by contracting 
for future 
delivery, 


'faking it all around the buyers are 
generally better satisfied 
with 
the 
law than many of the growers who are 
cordially condemning its provisions. 
Most, dealers think it a pretty good 
year to stay out of an early market. 
The hot, dry weather which, has pre- 
vailed, largely 
since 
the 
harvest 
started bids fair to shorten the crop 
more than was expected. The later 
fields especially need rain to secure 
the spread of leaf desired after top- 
ping, in the absence of which there 
promises to be more short B stock de- 
rived from the growing crop than the 
market will care to see. 
In any event 
the yield is quite likely to be cut be- 
low that of the average 
season in 
this state. A good rain any time dur- 
ing tlie previous week would 
have 
changed the complexion 
of 
things 


amazingly For 
the hot 
days
